- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so. a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary, 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Fonm is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Fonn will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the Interview.

ATTACHMENT TO INTERVIEW OF SEPTEMBER 18. 2007 

Arguments were presented that the new claims are drawn to the same invention 
in accordance with PCT rules which arguments have been deemed not to be persuasive 
since " A depolymerizing process of polylactic acid,..." is separate and patentably 
distinct than the new requested claim 21 which recites " A process for recycling 
polylactic acid.." which requires two separate and distinct computerized searches as 
well as the new claim was not examined in the parent PCT. 

The prior response was found not to be responsive, therefore, Applicant will be 
required to submit claims within the scope of the original claimed invention. Applicant 
will have to submit claims drawn to the original submitted elected subject matter. A 
clear indication, which claims, will be active in the new response. 

It was also indicated that there was clear indication of possible allowable subject 
matter as noted in the first office action on the merits as well as a previous interview of 
May 29, 2007 with Jeffrey Bousquet.
